Average Is Still Below 
Same Period During 
the Year 1937 


W ashington, Aug. 20 (yp)— T he 
price of

foodstuffs 
crept slowly upw ard in early su m ­ 
m er m onths, but still rem ains well 
below th e av erag e for co rrespond­ 
ing periods of 1937. 
Statistics com piled by the b u r­ 
eau of 
labor 
statistics 
showed 
80.2 cents bou g h t as much food 
in Ju n e as could be obtained with 
86.3 cents in th e sam e m onth of 
19 37 -th e sam e am ount IOO cents 
p a r c h ’sod In 1923-25. 
But the sam e q u an tity of food 
purchased with the 80 and a frac­ 
tion cents in Ju n e could have been 
bought for 79.1 cents in May. 
The increase of 1.3 p er cent in 
the food index was a ttrib u ted by 
the bureau to ju m p s in th e price 
of fresh fru its and vegetables.

M urphy said. 
R eferring to th e sales tax de­ 
partm en t, the g overnor said: 
“ I w ant to tig h ten up its adm in­ 
istra tio n and increase our sales 
tax revenues. 
B ecause of evasions 
of various sorts, 
w hich 
can 
be 
found and ended, I believe we can 
get 
$1,000,000 
to 
$5,000,000 
m ore a year in collections, which 
is a fairly conservative estim a te.” 
M urphy said the state loses an 
“ undeterm ined sum of money each 
y e a r’’ through “ leak s.”

New York, Aug. 20.— A race by 
explorers is on to the grandfather 
of all lost worlds, a new one dis­ 
covered on a Venezuelan 
moun­ 
tain top, ten itmes the area of A. 
Conan Doyle’s lost world. 
Gold and scientific 
knowledge 
are the objectives. 
The gold seekers, 
headed 
by 
James Angell, an aviator, whose 
party made the first authenticat­ 
ed white man’s ascent last year, 
are now back In Venezuela. 
Scientific Riches 
The scientists, who ascended a 
few months later, stayed on until 
March this 
year 
and 
explored 
about one-sixth of the 300 square 
miles of top, doubt there Is gold. 
But they declared there are bound­ 
less scientific riches to be 
had: 
knowledge of the 
earth ’s 
queer 
building processes and 
informa­ 
tion on evolution of small ani­ 
mals and plants isolated for per­ 
haps a million years. 
The huge lost world is auyante- 
pul, which means Auyan 
moun­ 
tain. 
Its top is flat, heart-shaped, 
guarded on all sides by sheer cliffs 
about 1000 feet high. 
The cliffs 
top a mass rising 6000 to 
8000 
feet and towering above the sur­ 
rounding Savannas 
of 
southern 
Venezuela. 
About IOO miles away 
is 
Mt. 
Roralma, site of 
Doyle’s 
story. 
The whole region Is one of 
lost 
worlds, formations 
that 
thrust 
flattened tops into the rain clouds 
the year round. 
Much 
of 
the 
area Is still unexplored. 
The scientists who have begun 
exploring Auyantepui were 
mem­ 
bers of the Phelps Venezuelan ex­ 
pedition, sponsored by the Amer­ 
ican Geographical Society of New 
York and led by G. H. H. Tate, 
mammologlst of the American Mu­ 
seum of Natural History. 
They found a “lost world” quite 
different from Doyle’s fiction pic­ 
ture, but, to them, equally 
fas­ 
cinating. 
For 
this 
Auyantepui 
might properly be called a “new 
world.” 
Sandstone Top 
After a few weeks on the sum­ 
mit, the cooking fire of 
Leader 
Tate had sunk two feet Into the 
•oil. 
His native cook had to get 
on his knees and reach down to 
work. 
This waa due to the fact that 
tbs soil 
was 
vegetable 
decay, 
mixed with sand eroded from the 
red and yellow sandstone which 
forms the top of this mountsln. 
The soil burned slowly. 
It was 
in one of the early stages of evolu­ 
tion, soil In process of formation. 
First come the bare rocks, and lat­ 
er w eathering of the stone forms 
soil. 
But this lost world Is nth an­ 
cient according to the geological 
evidence. 
The mountain possibly 
rose In the last one or two million 
years. 
In the comparatively short 
time since, its soil has formed. 
f 
Looking up, when the scientific 
party landed by 
plane 
at 
the 
m ountain’s base last 
November, 
great, white cascades 
of 
water 
could be seen gushing off the top 
after each rain. 
There were al­ 
most dally downpours on the lost 
world. 
It was wet and cold all 
the time except around midday. 
0OOO Foot Side 
The aecent was made through 
a "Joint” between sandstone for­ 
mations of the top cliff walls. The 
joint paralleled the face. 
Rains 
bad worn a descending slot here. 
Through it the scientists climbed 
the 8000 loot side. 
From there, 
the 
top 
eloped 
down to 6000 feet on the opposite 
side. 
In the one-sixth area 
ex­ 
plored, the scientists found sev­ 
eral riv en , 
deep 
canyons 
and 
much bare stone formation like 
Gargantuan, squat pillars. 
They 
found themselves in a 
vast 
V- 
shaped area delimited by 
walls 
200 feet high. 
River of Gold 
Lack of time prevented 
them 
from passing one of these walls 
in their explorations. 
Behind this 


wall lies the region In which there 
is a legendary “river of gold.” Dr. 
Tate says that since the 
entire 
mountain top appears on geologi­ 
cal evidence to be sandstone, it is 
unlikely there is gold. 
The preci­ 
ous metal does 
not 
appear 
in 
sandstone. 
The gold seekers obtained their 
clue from the story of a prospec­ 
tor who claimed he saw the gol­ 
den river in 1921. 
A plane was 
landed last year on that sector of 
the mountain top. 
But it stuck 
in a bog and 
the 
gold-seekers 
were forced to leave without much 
time for hunting. 
They climbed 
down by the same slot that the 
scientists used. 
While tenting in the wastes of 
the lost world the scientists listen­ 
ed by radio to music and 
news 
from New York, London, Paris and 
Berlin. 
Indians Were Fire-Bugs 
Their Indian bearers were paid 
In many kinds of trinkets, 
But 
matches were the most 
prized. 
The natives used them to 
start 
grass fires wherever the Savannas 
were dry. 
AU the Indians had a 
fire-bug mania. 
No amount of 
pleading deterred them. 
Otherwise the brown men edu­ 
cated rapidly. 
After they had all 
the trinkets they 
wanted, 
they 
put on realistic sit-down 
strikes 
until coin was used to pay them. 
All the animals 
were 
small. 
The "am m unition” used to catch 
them was peanut 
butter, 
rolled 
oats, bacon and raisins in traps. 
The Indians loved this bait and 
stole It. 
The animals bore the evidence 
of thousands of years of privacy, 
they had slight color and pattern 
differences from 
sim ilar 
species 
elsewhere. 
The lost world mosquitoes puz­ 
zled Dr. Tate. 
In the Savannas 
below, the mosquitoes 
did 
not 
drawl under the tent*, but that 
was the favorite entry 
of 
the 
mountain top breed. 
He said this 
habit of seeking food so close to 
the ground might be evidence of a 
difference in species. 
Trees were small and gnarled, 
except In ravines. 
Many 
plants 
were apparently slightly different 
from like species elsewhere. Birds 
also showed changes In markings 
indicating possible work of evolu­ 
tion during lost isolation.

servative Democrats to discredit their New 
Deal rivals.

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COIN HARVEY’S 
DREAM IN RUINS 


Started to Build Huge 
Pyramid in Ozark 
Mountains

tu rn ed the tables on the late W il­ 
liam Hope “C oin” Harvey. Civili­ 
zation, which he feared would be 
destroyed, goes on. He started a 
great Am erican pyram id in which 
to preserve the relics of civiliza­ 
tion; th a t is disintegrating. 
Coin H arvey 
died 
here 
two 
years ago. In th e late ninteenth 
century he was 
fam ous 
through 
his book on finance, “Coin’s F in­ 
ancial School,” and 
an o th er 
on 
politics, ‘T h e Tale of 
Two 
Na­ 
tions.” 
First Brea mF&Us 
He was high in the councils of 
the D em ocratic p arty in the days 
of W illiam Jennings Bryan, but he 
split with the 
G reat 
Commoner 
over financial theories. He retired 
to this Ozark region and tried to 
establish M onte Ne as a sum m er 
resort. T hat project failed. Then 
he retired to a rustic log home to 
w rite and study. 
Believing civilization would be 
destroyed, he decided to build a 
huge pyram id to preserve a record 
of th e world in which he lived. 
The site of the pyram id was a 
spot H arvey thought would be the 
last 
on 
earth 
to 
be 
covered 
through n a tu ra l erosion. Tons of 
cem ent were 
poured 
into 
holes 
drilled hundreds of feet into solid 
. .rock to anchor a proposed 120- 
foot tow er of stone and concrete. 
P art of the foundation was m ade 
into an am phitheater w ith stone 
benches and spring-fed pools. H ar­ 
vey spent m ore th an $10,000 from 
the proceeds of his book sales on 
this prelim inary work. 
In a vault at the base of the 
pyram id, H arvey planned to place

writing as his m asterpiece. It was 
to give a com plete history of civi­ 
lization; its rise and grow th; the 
dangers

attainm ent; pictures of outstand- 
ng inventions

them was to be a book to aid in 
translation into th e language in 
ase when the pyram id would be 
opened. 
On the six-foot square top was 
lo have been placed a bronze plate 
bearing this inscription: “ W hen

: io n /’ 
Friends U nable to H elp 
Fearing be would not be able 
to com plete his dream , H arvey o r­ 
ganized the Pyram id Association, 
composed of close friends. Most of 
them have died; none of the su r­ 
vivors is financially able to carry 
on the project. His son, Tom H ar­ 
vey, to whom was left com pletion 
of the pyram id, has announced no 
plans for com pletitlon. 
Mrs. H arvey, the w riter's secre­ 
tary for 40 years, has been living 
with relatives 
since 
his 
death, 
awaiting 
settlem ent of litigation 
over the property virtually all of 
which was 
debt-encum bered 
as 
result of her husband's prolonged 
illness and failure of the M onte Ne 
resort project.

The newly-organized Delta cam­ 
era club, which chose 
its 
name 
only last Wednesday night, has al­ 
ready proven itself an 
excellent 
clearinghouse for the exchange of 
Ideas among local photo fans. By 
talking over 
mutual 
problems, 
and exchanging ideas on each oth­ 
e r’s work, the Delta photograph­ 
ers have already improved 
the 
quality of their work. 
A competition to be held at the 
next meeting, the last Wednesday 
in September, will give an oppor­ 
tunity for the exchange of ideas 
on similar pictures. Members have 
agreed to prepare prints on archi­ 
tecture, or some phase of building, 
for the coming meeting. 
At that 
time the prints will be exhibited, 
and will be criticized 
by 
mem­ 
bers of the group. 
The best of 
the lot will be placed on exhibit 
in a public place after the meet­ 
ing. 
Organization activities have tak­ 
en up much of the time at meet­ 
ings held thus 
far, 
but 
photo­ 
graphic discussions after the busi­ 
ness sessions have provided an op­ 
portunity to swap ideas. Now that 
the club iB organized, its members 
have agreed to push business aside 
and go to work on pictures. 
A print criticism held at 
the 
group’s second m eeting gave mem­ 
bers a chance to see how their pic­ 
tures are seen by an audience in­ 
terested 
In 
good 
photography. 
i’iotureH of Aunt Mahetlbel 
and 
the baby were discussed as pic­ 
tures— by a group interested 
in 
the photography displayed rath er 
than in seeing how much the pho­ 
to resem bled the subject—-and the 
resulting com m ents were enlight­ 
ening to all taktng part. 
The photographer himself, after 
taking a picture and 
m aking 
a 
print, Is not in a position to judge 
his work properly. 
He knows how 
im pressive the view was from the 
top of the bluff, how beautiful 
the sunset, or how oute the baby's 
smile. 
Hence he Is not in a po­ 
sition to tell w hether he has cap­ 
tured the thing he w ants in the 
print he has made, 
All too often 
we m ake poor pictures of excellent 
subjects, and go on thinking they 
are good because they recall to us 
(he originally good subject that 
prom pted us to m ake them. 
When a group discusses such a 
picture, they see w hat it really 
shows aud not w hat ll may call to 
mind for the person who made it. 
Those who prepared prints for 
the session learned things 
about 
their work that they themselves 
had never noticed. 
“ Why do you 
like or dislike this picture,” was 
a frequent question, and the an­ 
swers by members of the 
group 
showed the 
photographer 
good 
points of his work and places in 
which he had made mistakes. 
Some criticisms were 
positive 


and some negative, but all helped 
the group to formulate a 
better 
idea of w hat goes to m ake up a 
good picture. 
The m atter of framing was dis­ 
cussed in connection with every 
print that was shown, and 
more 
than half of the efforts, it 
was 
agreed, 
could 
have 
been 
im­ 
proved by including less detail in 
the background, foreground or at 
the sides of the subject. 
In making similar prints, 
the 
photo fans will know a few of the 
good points of their form er pic­ 
tures which they will do well 
to 
strive to duplicate, as well as ear­ 
ly errors they will do 
well 
to 
avoid. 
Those who participated in the 
discussion, even though their own 
prints were not among those be­ 
fore the group, had an opportun­ 
ity to see the club’s opinion on dif­ 
ferent features of 
each 
photo­ 
graph. 
In some cases there wras 
disagreement, particularly 
where 
opinions differed as to w hat the 
object of a given print m ight be, 
but the group was able to get to­ 
gether in deciding 
w hether 
the 
photographer had 
succeeded 
in 
carrying it out. 
At the last 
meeting 
of 
the 
club, a discussion of the 
princi­ 
ples of photography was held after 
the business meeting. 
Each m em ­ 
ber brought his camera, and after 
a preliminary talk on 
principles 
by Robert 
Sullivan, 
vice-presi­ 
dent, the group 
discussed 
their 
equipment and how to get 
the 
most out of it. 
Some members found out the 
use for “ gadgets” on their 
cam­ 
eras which they had regarded as 
only 
impediments 
before, 
and 
others learned some of the 
new 
uses for which their equipment is 
adapted. 
The photo fans have com pleted 
the organization of a 
club, 
and 
have 
discussed 
cam eras 
and 
prints. 
Something 
has 
been 
learned of “ what m akes a 
pic­ 
tu re ,” and the use of the cam era 
has been discussed. 
Now it 
re­ 
m ains to try it all out— to load up 
and sta rt taking pictures. 
The 
com petition at the 
club’s 
next 
m eeting, on “ building” pictures, 
should bring forth som e interest­ 
ing results.

At one end of the counter, and 
above It, build a aet of shelves 
as shown to hold the

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JAPANESE GIRLS 
SENT TO COLONY 


Brides Used as Pawns in 
Japan’s Manchoukuo 
Colonizing Game 


BY BELMAN MORIN 
Tokyo <iP)— Tomiko Sawara is 
leaving her home In Japan 
this 
summer to be a bride. 
She Is 
marrying a man she 
has 
never 
seen, who lives in a wild spot that, 
to her, is only a name. 
She is going to Manchoukuo. 
She will live in a rude farmer’s 
hut, in a desolate but fertile area 
near the borders of Russia. Her 
job will be to provide a home for 
a Japanese emigrant, to bear chil­ 
dren for him as fast as possible, to 
work beside him in the fields, and 
if necessary, to shoulder a rifle to 
defend him. 
Like American Pioneers 
In short, she will be called up­ 
on to re-enact the role America’s 
pioneer women played 
on 
the 
western plains. 
Unco nee lonely, 
Tomiko 
is 
a 
pawn in Japan’s game of imperial­ 
ism. 
Japan carved Manchoukuo out 
of Manchuria in 193 2. 
She hoped 
her teeming millions, crowded in 
strips of farm-land, stifling in cit­ 
ies, would flood to Manchoukuo. 
But they haven’t, partly they 
don’t like the cold water, partly 
they can't compete with the native 
Manchu farmers; mostly they dis­ 
like leaving Japan. 
So the government is stimulat­ 
ing emigration. That’s where To- 
miko came in. 
The Manchuria Emigration As­ 
sociation hopes to send a million 
men to Manchoukuo in the next 
20 years. 
It wants them to devel­ 
op the country. 
It expects to pro­ 
vide brides for them. 
One Less to Feed 
Tomiko is 18. 
She’s not pretty, 
but she is healthy and strong— a 
farmer’s daughter. 
Just the type 
Japan wants to help build the new 
country. 
Tomiko’s father 
has 
a 
rice 
farm, north of Tokyo. 
It’s about 
two acres in size. 
Tomiko, eld­ 
est of five children, is of marriage­ 
able age. 
So, when her 
father 
read in the newspapers about the 
Emigration Association, he 
sug­ 
gested that she go. 
One 
less 
mouth to feed, one more recruit 
for the economic firing line. To­ 
miko readily agreed. 
Doesn’t she wonder about the 
man she is to marry? 
What he 
looks like? 
What his disposition 
will be? 
How he will treat her? 
Frankly, she never had consid­ 
ered. 
"How many Japanese girls 
ever know these 
things 
before 
marriage?” she counters. 
Few do. 
If 
Tomiko 
stayed 
home, her father would arrange a 
marriage, through a go-between. 
She would only see 
the 
bride­ 
groom once before the ceremony. 
"He will be a farmer," she says 
o f her 
husband-to-be, 
"and 
I 
know farmers. 
Anyway, what is 
;here to know about a m an?” 
What is there, for a Japanese 
girl? 
The husband is the master. 
The wife’s job is to give him chil­ 
dren and to keep his home com­ 
fortable. 
Work— Always the Same 
"As for the work, it will be the 
same as here. 
Except 
that 
in 
Manchoukuo, we will raise beans 
and wheat, as well as rice.” 
What about the danger? 
The 
Manchurian bandits are 
notori­ 
ously fierce. 
Manchoukuan 
au­ 
thorities say only 9,000 of 
the 
original hordes remain, but neutral 
observers have different, and hor­ 
rible tales— a thunder of horses in 
the night, shots, cries, then sil­ 
ence exce pt 
for 
the 
cracking 
flames destroying another 
Japa­ 
nese village. 
The Manchurian bandit has 
a 
counterpart, too, in American his­ 
tory. 
He is the Indian. 
"There is danger," Tomiko ad­ 
mits. 
"But my husband is a sol­ 
dier as well as a farmer. 
He will 
have a rifle on his back while he 
works? I’m told there are regular 
exercises, in each village, in the 
use of machine guns.” 
She hasn’t considered that very 
fully, either. 
But danger is not 
new to the Japanese. The smallest 
child knows the earthquake, the 
typhoon, the tidal wave. 
So, Tomiko does not consider 
herself, iq any sense, a heroine 
She has beeh told she is doing her 
country a great service, and she 
is proud of that. 
Very Lonesome, of Course 
“I will be very lonesome for my 
brothers and sisters," she says. "It 
makes me sad to think of leaving 
them and going so far.” 
But she will see them again, 
perhaps on a visit? Manchoukuo 
is not so far. 
"Oh. no. 
I don’t expect that. 
How can we afford to travel?” 
But that. too. Is the fate of the 
Japanese woman. When she mar­ 
ries she becomes a member 
of 
her husband’s family. 
It is a rare 
occasion when the married woman 
is permitted to visit the home of 
her parents. 
There is stern fibre in Tomiko 
Sawers. 
It has been bred in her 
through centuries of Japanese wo­ 
manhood. 
She is going far from 
home to become a bride of the 
soil. 
It all seems natural enough to 
Tottlko.

TERMINITE8 OF OUR NATION­ 
AL PARKS 
By Kenneth A. Reid 
National Director Izaak Walton 
League. 
A National Park is a 
sizeable 
area of primitive land with 
out­ 
standing or distinctive 
features 
set aside and preserved for 
all 
time for the benefit and 
enjoy­ 
ment of all the people. 
Unlike a 
National Forest, which is a use 
area, National Parks are to 
be 
preserved in their natural state 
and are free from all forms com­ 
mercial or industrial exploitation 
or use. 
Established in 1872, 'Yel­ 
lowstone is the first 
and 
the 
greatest of our National Parks. 
Through all the Intervening years 
it has been maintained just as it 
was discovered except 
for 
the 
necessary facilities 
for 
accom­ 
modating the ever growing army 
of visitors. 
But the sanctity of Yellowstone 
has not been maintained without 
a struggle. 
Always 
there 
are 
predatory interests who look with 
covetous eyes on the natural 
re­ 
sources locked 
up 
within 
the 
Parks, and always they seem to 
be able to fiqd in Congress cham­ 
pions of the idea that these re­ 
sources should be stolen from the 
public and turned over to a hand­ 
ful of local residents for imme­ 
diate financial gain. 
If they can 
get Congress to also appropriate 
the taxpayers money to pay the 
cost of delivering these natural re­ 
sources to them, the contemplated 
raid is all the more alluring. 
Seek Lake Water 
Yellowstone Park Is surrounded 
why rather arid 
country 
where 
crops are grown successfully 
In 
some of the valleys only by Irri­ 
gation. 
Yellowstone Lake's great 
volume of water and its elevation 
above all the surrounding country 
makes it particularly alluring to 
the irrigatloni8t. 
The first concerted attempt was 
made in 1919 when a tunnel un­ 
der the Continental Divide to take 
the waters of Yellowstone into the 
Snake 
River 
and 
Idaho 
was 
launched 
Several 
times 
since 
similar efforts have been made, 
but always 
the 
conservationists 
have successfully 
defended 
the 
Park from attack; but like 
ter­ 
mites the irrigation promoters and 
engineers are continually seeking 
a moist spot to bore into Yellow- 
stone Lake, and like a house in­ 
fested with termites 
the 
very 
foundations of the Park will col­ 
lapse lf they ever get in. 
Early in May of this year one 
of the boldest of all attempts to 
steal public property for private 
gain appeared in the introduction 
of S-3925 by Senator Pope and 
10489 by 
Congressman 
White, 
both of Idaho, proposing the con­ 
struction of a dam near the out­ 
let of Yellowstone Lake and 
a 
transcontinental diversion tunnel 
from the Lake into Snake River 
basin— to irrigate 
more 
farm 
land to make more overproduc-

tion to make more farm relief 
necessary over in Idaho! 
The 
bills w’ere referred to the com­ 
mittees on Irrigation and Public 
Lands, which are sympathetic to 
the needs of irrigationists, if not 
to the public’s interest in main­ 
taining the high standards of Na­ 
tional Parks. 
W ill Try Again 
As soon as these vicious 
bills 
were introduced, the Izaak Wal­ 
ton League and other 
national 
conservation organizations imme­ 
diately sent out appeals to their 
membership and the public against 
them. 
The response of both was 
so splendid that the two gentle­ 
men from Idaho realize now, if 
they did not before, that the Am­ 
erican public 
considers 
Yellow­ 
stone Lake much more than a po­ 
tential source of water for irri­ 
gation. 
Again the Park has been saved, 
but there Is no assurance that the 
raiding termites will not try to 
gnaw their way in again with the 
opening of the next Congress — 
in fact we are informed that these 
bills were only the preliminary 
round for a concerted drive in the 
next Congress and that the Irriga­ 
tionists do not intend to he denied 
the water from Yellowstone Lake. 
Every decent citizen will resent 
such a high 
handed 
attempted 
raid, but he should do more than 
that. 
He should start now with 
his representatives in a concerted 
plan to block any and all such at­ 
tempts, for people 
who 
would 
steal public property can he ex­ 
pected to resort to any level 
of 
trickery to attain their ends.

Fish Near Bottom 
Ordinarily during th e blooming 
period, if you want to connect with 
bass and use artificials at th e same 
time, you huve to get under the 
bloom, w heth er the water la clear 
or not. The method often employed 
brings success too when very hot 
weather has driven tile Ash down 
u* way-down-deep water. 
The Ay 
fisherman gets around it to a small 
extent by using sunken tiles a la 
nymph fashion. 
He uses a 
very 
long leader, lets the Ay sink and 
recovers it in the same jerky fash­ 
ion he cloes when Ashing for trout, 
via nymph artistry. 
The bait caster under bad con­ 
ditions of weather and bloom is 
liable to have more success than 
the Ay caster if he has patience 
at his command and. of course, plus 
a bit of luck.

Survey receives an n u a lly th o u s­ 
ands of requests from landowners 
an d ad m inistra tors, ask in g w h a t 
can be done to m a k e th eir lands 
m ore 
productive 
for 
wildlife. 
T h ere 
were 
m an y gaps in o u r 
knowledge of w h at to recom m end. 
There are th o u sa n d s of soil types 
in th e United States, with their 
in tric ate 
vegetable 
associations 
and m a n y factors, which include 
the adaptation of species to en­ 
vironm ent, climate, diseases, food 
supply, 
sufficient 
breeding and 
nesting 
cover, 
and 
c h a ii g e s 
brought on by agric u ltu ral p racti­ 
ces. forestry, in d ustrial develop­ 
ment, and various land uses, as 
well as misuses. 
Little need be 
said about t h e d etrim en ta l effects 
of drainage, pollution, soil eros­ 
ion. floods and drought. 
With the th o u g h t th a t m an can 
control many of these factors, it 
seemed expedient to establish re­ 
search units in th e various parts 
of 
the 
country in which these 
problems 
exist. 
Since forestry- 
i [wildlife problems a re found m a in ­ 
ly on large blocks of public lands,

Conservation D e p a rt­ 
ments, th e A m erican Wildlife In­ 
stitute, and th e Biological Survey. 
These research units were o r g a ­ 
nized ( I ) to seek o u t new facts 
on which to base sound wildlife 
ad m inistration, (2) to set up trial

areas w here these facts may be 
applied, and (3) to give specializ­ 
ed trainin g to g r a d u a te students 
under experienced leadership. 
W hile em p h asis is being given 
to the m a jor species usable by 
m an for sport and recreation, yet 
we m ust not lose sight of th e fact 
th a t considerable atten tio n is be­ 
ing given to all species.

Definite Manning 
As fast as projects are com plet­ 
ed, manuscripts a r e prepared and 
printed as publications and leaf­ 
lets of th e Federal D ep a rtm en t of 
Agriculture, bulletins of the State 
Colleges and A gricultural E xperi­ 
ment Stations, the Proceedings of 
th e North American Wildlife Con­ 
ferences, A m erican Wildlife, J o u r ­ 
nal

and other c u r r e n t scientific and 
popular magazines. 
Reprints and

FORD SEEKING 
SMALL PLANTS 


D e c e n t r a l i z a t i o n Plan 
Being: Worked Out 
In Industry 


Washington, Aug. 20. 
W. 
J. Cameron, of the Ford Motor 
company, 
reported 
today 
that 
Henry Ford's experiments 
with 
industrial 
decentralization 
had 
been an unqualified success and 
might well he studied by others 
“ in a position to under-take like 
experiments." 
In a paper prepared for a con­ 
ference here next month of 2,500 
business executives and manage­ 
ment experts from 30 nations, he 
said, the chief benefits of decen­ 
tralization were: 
"That it gives the employe and 
his family the advantages of rural 
life with city income and the com­ 
pany better and happier workers 
and, therefore, less labor turnover 
and a better quality of workman­ 
ship." 
Ford Practices Theory 
Ford is one of the chief advo­ 
cates of decentralization as a sol­ 
ution of economic and 
employ­ 
ment problems. In villages within 
50 miles of the main Ford plant 
at Dearborn, Mich., he has estab­ 
lished 22 smaller ones, each work­ 
ing on automobile parts or equip­ 
ment. 
As defined by Cameron, decen­ 
tralization is "taking away a part 
or parts of a large organization 
and setting these separated parts 
in another place to operate inde­ 
pendently." 
Complete decentralization can­ 
not be expected, he said, because 
the heavier and final operations 
in manufacturing must 
remain 
centralized. 
Apart from Immediate benefits 
to the employer and the employe, 
the Ford official said, decentral­ 
ization bas wider implications of 
communal, national social, 
and 
economic significance. 
"In 
more 
than one instance 
during depression years," he add­ 
ed, "the establishing of a little 
Ford Industry in a Michigan town 
has been the economic salvation 
of thai town. 
“At the same time, this action 
has the effect of relieving however 
slightly, the human congestion of 
one of oar overcrowded industrial 
centers." 
Advantages Listed 
Consequently, 
Cameron 
said. 
Ford believes the entire country 
will be better off when workers 
hare “one foot on the land and 
one in industry** 
He listed these advantages of 
decentralization: 
From the employe's viewpoint: 
He lives in the "best 
place 
on 
earth to live— an American vil­ 
lage," or on land near that vil­ 
lage. He works in a small factory 
in beautiful surroundings, where 
noise and strain are reduced to a 
minimum. He has an opportunity 
to “ease the pull on his income" 
by raising vegetables, 
chickens, 
cows or pigs. 
From the employer's point of 
view: A small and self-contained 
— or even a fairly large but se­ 
gregated— plant "develops a pride 
and a skill seemingly impossible 
where that department is parC of 
a vast central factory." 
The men have more interest in 
their work, and there is almost no 
labor turnover because "they are 
not part of the restless, constant­ 
ly shifting population of a great 
industrial city."

MURPHY BEGINS 
NEW PROGRAM 


Governor P r o p o s e s to 
Streamline State 
Government

Lansing, Aug. 20 t/P) 
Governor 
Murphy undertook today the task 
of st ream-lining the state govern­ 
ment 
a job he long has contem­ 
plated. 
His first step was to appoint a 
study commission charged 
with 
the two-fold duty of pointing out 
defects in the present system and 
recommending a plan of procedure 
toward legislative and 
constitu­ 
tional remedies. 
At the head of the group, which 
includes legislators, public 
offi­ 
cials and representatives of busi­ 
ness, industry, labor and the pro­ 
fessions. he placed a University of 
Michigan political scientist, Prof 
Joseph Ralston Hayden of 
Ann 
A rhor. 
Murphy termed Hayden, 
who 
was vice governor of the Philip­ 
pines when he was governor gen­ 
eral, " ‘one of the great scholars 
of political science in the nation." 
They conferred over the week-end 
at the summer capital on Macki­ 
nac- Island. 
In a formal statement that an­ 
nounced the new program, Mur­ 
phy said: 
"The subject Is of sufficient Im­ 
portant to .justify the creation of 
a special commission of inquiry 
by act of the legislature. 
In or­ 
der to get the program under way. 
however, I have decided to 
a p ­ 
point a representative study com­ 
mission under Act 195 of 1931 to 
begin Immediate consideration of 
the problem and make such recom­ 
mendations as it may deem expe­ 
dient aud proper.

"The commission will be called 
a commission on reform and mod­ 
ernization of government. 
Iu or­ 
der to permit

study and the submission of such 
proposals and recommendations as 
the commission may deem advis­ 
able. the commission will be a u - 1 
thorized to make h study of means 
and methods 
whereby 
changes 
may he made in the procedure and i 


structure of the state government 
hat will provide greater efficien­ 
cy and economy in the conduct 
of public 
affairs, 
improve

sponsive to the public needs." 
Specifically, the statement 
is­ 
sued from the 
executive 
office 
here suggested: 
1. Statutory changes 
designed 
to consolidate and merge existing 
agencies, transfer and 
re-define 
functions and realign administra­ 
tive machinery under the present 
constitution. 
2. Constitutional 
amendments 
that would increase the 
legisla­ 
ture's authority to alter the frame­ 
work of government and provide a 
concrete and comprehensive plan, 
either “ in one piece or in several 
proposals, each one dealing with 
a distinct and independent propo­ 
sition." 
The governor said that while 
Hie results of a program so “r e ­ 
stricted’’ as the first might 
be 
useful, they would 
be 
“ partial 
and limited, and would leave the 
problem largely unsolved" unless 
supplemented 
through 
am end­ 
ment of the constitution,
